YEARLY  MEETING 

FROM  THE  CLERK 

"I  feel  we  need  a deepening  corporate  sense  of 
the  guidance  of  the  Inner  Light  and  a whole-hearted 
dedication  to  following  it.  This  is  to  be  realized 
before  any  concerns  are  considered.”  This  thought 
that  Martha  Vallance  wrote  last  year  in  preparation 
for  our  Yearly  Meeting  seems  echoed  in  expressions 
I have  heard  of  Friends’  wishes  this  year.  We 
want  to  feel  a sense  of  oneness  and  of  belonging 
to  the  Universe.  And  from  that  sense  of  union 
enthusiasm  for  our  various  concerns  will  arise.  Out- 
diversities  will  increase  our  strength  if  we  can  main- 
tain a sense  of  inclusive  unity. 

Preparation  for  Yearly  Meeting  in  this  deepest 
sense  began  for  each  of  us  a long  time  ago  and 
will  never  end.  Even  if  we  are  aware  that  we  have 
not  done  our  parts  as  well  as  we  could  and  should 
have  done,  we  can  still  ask  patiently,  humbly,  meekly 
and  with  obedient  resignation  for  the  Guidance  in 
how  to  "Walk  cheerfully  over  the  earth  ansivering 
to  that  of  God  in  every  man.” 

One  of  William  Penn’s  wise  insights  is  pertinent 
to  our  problem.  I am  glad  it  was  included  among 
the  treasured  papers  exhibited  in  the  Freedom  Train 
which  toured  the  United  States  not  very  long  ago. 
"If  men  (I  hope  he  meant  the  term  to  include 
women)  be  good,  the  government  cannot  be  bad.” 
That  holds,  of  course,  whether  the  institution  about 
which  we  may  at  any  time  be  primarily  concerned  is 
a World  Government,  our  Yearly  Meeting  or  our 
individual  Monthly  Meeting.  It  is  the  highest  duty 
and  priceless  privilege  of  each  of  us  to  search 
diligently  for  the  Trail  and  then  resolutely  climb 
the  mountain.  We  believe  there  is  a sense  in  which 
the  pure  in  heart  see  God  and  each  of  us  has  at 
times  been  aware  that  where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
is  there  is  obedience  and  liberty,  release  from  ob- 
structing fear  and  other  ego-centric  limitations,  to 
do  what  is  right,  true  and  kind.  We  can  be  chil- 
dren of  the  Light  if  we  wish  and  work  earnestly 
enough  for  that  glorious  goal. 

I was  deeply  impressed  recently  when  Robert 
Vogel  reported  a statement  by  A.  J.  Muste  in  a 
Peace  Institute  to  the  effect  that  if  we  will  be  earnest- 
ly enough  concerned  about  means  we  can  confidently 
leave  the  ends  in  God’s  care.  But  we  can  help  each 
other  with  means  if  we  will  think  together  and 
share  our  beneficial  experiences  regarding  prayer 
and  worship  and  our  ideas  about  Friends  purposes 
and  practices.  Winifred  Rawlins  appropriately  re- 
minded those  of  11s  who  attended  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing in  Seattle  in  1948  that  our  meetings  for  Business 
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as  well  as  our  meetings  for  Worship  ought  to  seek 
to  follow  the  guidance  of  the  Christ  within. 

Preparation  for  the  coming  session  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting  will  be  facilitated  if  in  each  monthly  meet- 
ing the  Organization  Committee’s  Report  approved 
at  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  Palo  Alto  on  August  23, 
1947  is  reviewed  and  discussed.  It  was  on  that 
date  that  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  was  established. 
The  Organization  Committee’s  Report  as  approved 
there  now  serves  as  the  beginning  of  our  Discipline. 
We  may  want  to  make  changes  in  it  or  add  to  it  and 
thus  move  forward  in  the  formulation  of  a Disci- 
pline suitable  to  our  needs.  It  is  a wholesome  exer- 
cise for  Friends  to  formulate  with  care  statements 
of  belief  and  practice  on  which  they  are  at  the  time 
agreed.  The  Organization  Committee’s  Report  was 
published  in  the  September  1947  Bulletin. 

As  stated  in  the  approved  plan  of  organization 
each  monthly  meeting  shall  appoint  two  members 
of  the  Representative  Committee.  The  Representa- 
tive Committee  will  meet  in  Berkeley  this  year  for 
one  day  in  advance  of  the  opening  session  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting.  Members  of  the  families  of  mem- 
bers of  that  committee  and  others  who  care  to  do  so 
will  be  welcome  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Repre- 
sentatives. The  more  we  can  be  together  and  think 
and  work  on  concerns  that  we  share  the  more  we 
shall  be  united  in  and  to  the  things  that  are  eternal. 

Come  to  Berkeley  prepared  to  share  the  con- 
cerns of  your  meeting  and  of  your  own  so  that  we 
can  promptly  become  acquainted  with  each  other 
or  renew  old  ties  and  reach  a feeling  of  genuine 
fellowship.

Part  of  the  committee's  time  was  spent  in  consideration 
of  methods  we  employ  in  Yearly  Meeting.  We  felt  that 
we  arrived  at  a sense  of  unity  in  these  matters  and  the 
committee  asked  me  to  write  this  letter  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Representative  Committee. 

Minutes  of  our  committee  on  the  subject  follow: 

"This  committee  has  a responsibility  for  helping  the 
Yearly  Meeting  group  feel  well  enough  knit  together  so 
that  we  may  speak  to  concerns.  (The  group  felt  that  all 
too  often  tbe  level  of  Yearly  Meeting  activities  has  re- 
mained on  surface  details  rather  than  issuing  from  the 
sense  of  concern  of  a group  of  Friends  knit  together  in  a 
fellowship  of  the  light). 

"We  are  primarily  concerned  with  the  processes  used 
in  Yearly  Meeting  rather  than  with  the  agenda. 

"We  expect  that  there  will  be  more  young  Friends  at 
Yearly  Meeting  along  with  older  Friends.  It  is  suggested 
that  when  necessary,  the  meetings  generally  be  divided  on 
the  basis  of  interest  rather  than  age  range. 

"Work  camp  experience  in  singing  suggests  the  value 
of  such  exercises  at  many  sessions  of  Yearly  Meeting. 


Social  games  during  the  opening  sessions  were  suggested 
as  a means  of  sharing  our  whole  personalities  and  open- 
ing the  way  to  a more  adequate  sharing  of  concerns  to  the 
Glory  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  man.  Mention  was 
made  of  the  deadlines  of  reports  in  general  sessions  with 
the  hope  that  the  mimeograph  might  ease  this  problem. 

"Early  American  Yearly  Meetings  by  their  cooperative 
style  provided  a natural  setting  for  the  family  and  for 
family  cooperation  that  we  need  in  our  Yearly  Meeting. 
Simple  accommodations  at  a place  like  Quaker  Cove  or 
Ben  Lomond  would  help  to  develop  this  fellowship  today. 
A beginning  for  this  year  could  be  in  the  continuation  of 
cooperative  food  preparation  and  in  the  development  of 
back  yard  camping  for  families  in  Bay  area  members 
homes.” 

Members  of  the  Education  Committee  could  see  plenty 
of  competent  leadership  available  for  any  activities  re- 
quiring direction,  and  stand  ready  to  offer  assistance  to  the 
representative  committee  in  any  way  possible.

TO  THE  EDITOR: 

Last  week  I read  an  amazing  book:  The  Case  of  General 
Y amashita  by  Captain  A.  Frank  Reel,  U.S.  lawyer  who 
was  appointed  as  one  of  the  defense  counsel  on  the  "case" 
because  he  "did  not  want  the  job. 

The  book  is  a graphic  account  of  a violation  of  "Anglo- 
Saxon  law"  by  an  American  commission  of  five  generals. 
It  reveals  a travesty  on  justice — a sham  trial — a pre- 
determined verdict — an  officially  condoned  lynching.  Twelve 
men  representing  American,  British  and  Australian  jour- 
nals and  news  services,  "who  had  not  missed  a moment 
of  the  proceedings”  of  General  Tomoyuki  Yamashita's 
"trial"  were  polled  in  a secret  ballot.  The  question  was: 
"Having  heard  all  the  evidence,  if  you  were  on  the 
commission  would  you  vote  to  hang  Yamashita?”  The 
vote  was  12  to  o,  "No.”  General  Yamashita  was  hanged 
on  the  twenty-third  day  of  February,  1946. 

Are  we  concerned  about  what  is  going  on  in  the  world 
in  the  name  of  "justice”  under  the  direction  of  our  mili- 
tary caste?  Every  American  citizen  should  read  Mr.  Reel's 
book,  published  recently  by  the  University  of  Chicago 
Press.  It  is  catalogued  in  the  Stanford  University  Library, 
in  the  Hoover  Library  and,  doubtless,  in  other  libraries 
across  the  country.

NOTES  ON  WILLAMETTE  VALLEY  RETREAT 

Those  who  know  Gilbert  Kilpack  will  understand 
how  grateful  Friends  in  the  northwest  are  for  his 
visit  in  May  and  June,  made  possible  by  the  Friends 
Fellowship  Council,  the  AFSC  and  Pendle  Hill 
where  he  serves  as  Extension  Secretary.  In  addition 
to  visits  in  homes  in  the  Willamette  Valley,  Gilbert 
met  with  twelve  Friends  and  others  who  attend  our 
Meetings  for  an  all-day  conference-retreat  at  the 
Danns’  in  Corvallis,  Oregon.  This  gave  us  an 
opportunity  to  learn  about  our  friend’s  concern  and 
to  consider  in  a worshipful  spirit  some  questions 
about  the  direction  we  want  our  lives  to  take. 

We  started  with  a consideration  of  the  purpose  of 
this  kind  of  retreat.  It  is  to  withdraw  temporarily, 
in  order  to  seek  truth  which  will  answer  the  needs 
of  the  world.  As  we  analyze  our  lives  and  times 
we  are  led  to  a sense  of  repentance  and  desire  for 
reformation.  Secularism  does  not  provide  the  an- 
swer because  it  aims  to  bring  about  order  in  the 
world  without  relating  its  work  to  a belief  in  man’s 
eternal  nature.  The  Christian  alternative  is  to  dis- 
cover the  fundamental  purpose  behind  our  lives 
and  to  base  reform  on  our  belief  in  the  fact  that 
man  has  an  eternal  spirit  as  well  as  a mind  and 
a body.  If  we  ask  ourselves — what  is  man? — we 
shall  realize  that  social  reform  is  not  enough.  We 
want  to  know  also  how  man  can  be  inwardly  re- 
formed. There  are  countless  others  who  would 
share  in  this  search  if  they  were  not  victims  of  a 
world  that  conspires  through  advertising,  television, 
the  news  etc.,  to  make  man  forget  what  he  really 
is.  These  channels  speak  to  us  as  if  we  were  hardly 
more  than  animals  to  be  entertained. 

A natural  starting-point  in  our  search  is  to  face 
ourselves  before  God,  expressing  to  Him  our  feel- 
ing of  repentance  for  our  weaknesses  and  failures, 
and  to  ask  for  His  help  in  reforming  our  lives.  St. 
Francois  de  Sales  recommends  this  order  of  medita- 
tion as  a valuable  procedure  in  the  beginning  of 
prayer.  [See  Introduction  to  the  Devout  Life."]  After 
the  reading  aloud  of  a general  confession  from  The 
Way  of  a Pilgrim,  a Russian  work,  the  group  spent 
a period  in  silent  worship. 

In  the  afternoon  we  considered  other  matters 
pertaining  to  religion;  among  them  some  of  the 
signs  of  spiritual  progress  against  which  we  can 
check  our  own  condition.  Briefly,  there  are  five  of 
these  considerations:  i)  A feeling  of  discontent 
about  our  inward  life  and  a desire  to  be  something 
better  and  higher.  This  dissatisfaction  with  our- 
selves should  increase  our  humility  but  not  cause 
disquietude  of  mind.  2)  A regular  effort  to  make  a 
fresh  start.  This  means  that  we  are  always  making 
new  beginnings  and  renewing  our  intention  to  live 
for  the  glory  of  God.  3)  The  conviction  that  we 
must  do  some  definite  thing  such  as  trying  to  acquire 
the  habit  of  a particular  virtue.  4)  A strong  feel- 
ing that  God  wants  us  to  serve  Him  in  a particular 
way.  5)  An  increasing  desire  for  greater  perfection. 
These  are  helpful  points  to  consider  following  our 
confession  and  resolutions  and  may  encourage  us 
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in  our  spiritual  growth.  They  are  suggested  in  a 
book  by  Frederick  Faber. 

In  the  evening  session  attended  by  a larger  group 
of  Friends,  we  were  impressed  especially  with  two 
references  which  should  lead  to  prayerful  thought. 
The  first  was  a query  posed  by  the  speaker:  Are  our 
Meetings  for  worship  "covered”  by  the  Spirit  that 
brings  unity,  and  do  seekers  have  an  awareness  of 
this  when  they  seek  God  in  our  fellowship  ? The 
second  was  a reference  to  William  Penn’s  Rise  and 
Progress  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  which  the  early 
Friend  urges  repentance  from  dead  works,  or  any 
occupation  not  performed  under  the  leading  of  the 
Inward  Light,  and  calls  us  to  serve  the  living  God. 
He  also  beckons  us  to  perfection,  to  be  accomplished 
not  by  stopping  at  each  step  or  following  an  abso- 
lutely straight  line,  but  keeping  before  us  a general 
intention  to  follow  God’s  will  through  faith  and 
charity.  And  third,  Penn  believes  that  we  should 
have  a sense  of  eternal  judgment  that  affects  the 
way  we  live — not  as  if  this  span  were  the  extent  of 
our  lives. 

Other  questions  arose  during  our  gathering  that 
could  not  be  resolved  in  a day.  They  showed  how 
much  yearning  there  is  for  such  opportunities  of 
individual  and  group  searching.  We  hope  there 
may  be  other  retreats  and  that  they  will  be  a helpful 
supplement  to  our  regular  Meetings  for  worship 
and  our  individual  periods  of  prayer.

BERKELEY  MEETING  TO  THE  REGENTS 

To  the  Board  of  Regents  of  University  of  California, 
Berkeley,  California: 

"The  Berkeley  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends 
(Quakers)  feels  impelled  to  express  the  serious  concern 
with  which  it  notes  the  recent  action  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California  in  prescribing  a 
political  test  as  a condition  of  employment  for  its  faculty 
and  other  personnel. 

"A  tenet  basic  to  democracy  and  to  the  dignity  of  the 
human  spirit  is  the  unquestioned  right  of  every  individual 
to  his  own  beliefs  in  political  and  religious  matters,  to 
be  held,  expressed  or  not  expressed,  freely  and  without 
fear  of  reprisal.  The  freedom  of  the  minority  to  disagree 
with  the  majority,  and  to  be  protected  in  this  disagree- 
ment, is  the  essence  of  civil  liberty  in  a democracy.  No 
'crisis’  can  justify  forsaking  this  right  which  does  not 
justify  the  surrendering  of  democracy  itself.  We  cannot 
purchase  security  by  the  sale  of  freedom. 

"The  freedom  of  the  teacher  to  hold  opinion,  to  see 
the  truth  without  fear,  and  to  speak  fearlessly,  is  an  essen- 
tial base  for  the  education  of  the  people  on  which 
democracy  must  depend  for  survival.  Loyalty  to  these 
obligations  should  be  the  sole  test  of  competence,  and  these 
freedoms  cannot  be  preserved  by  denying  them  to  particular 
groups.  Political  oaths,  or  hearings  which  violate  the 
privacy  of  the  individual,  are  both  repugnant  to  free 
scholarship  and  to  democratic  process.  The  use  of  faculty 
personnel  to  effectuate  the  policy  seems  especially  un- 
fortunate. 

"That  any  individual  or  group  in  a democracy  should 
assume  the  mantle  of  infallibility  in  prescribing  what 
political  or  religious  ideas  shall  be  considered  'acceptable’ 
is  both  surprising  and  regrettable.  The  loss  of  freedom 
is  equally  tragic  whether  it  occurs  under  communism, 
fascism,  or  in  the  name  of  democracy. 

"It  is  the  hope  of  this  Meeting  that  the  Regents  and 
the  President  of  the  University  of  California  may  find  it 
possible  to  reconsider  a policy  which  may  well  destroy 

a great  center  of  learning.”  . „ T ’

largely  through  the  loving  labors  of  their  member,  Daisy 
Priestman.  The  Hilliers  Settlement  on  Vancouver  Island 
covering  320  acres,  the  branch  known  as  the  Elders  of 

the  Spiritual  Community  of  Christ,  are  in  close  contact 
with  her,  and  she  has  helped  them  in  so  many  ways,  for 
so  many  years,  that  they  would  like  to  show  their  grati- 
tude by  building  her  a house  on  their  ground  where  she 
and  her  husband,  David,  might  live  on  his  imminent 

retirement. 

While  we  do  not  condone  the  wilful  destruction  of 

property  and  nude  parading  as  practiced  by  the  small 

minority  of  their  sect  known  as  the  Sons  of  Freedom 
whose  settlement  is  on  the  mainland  of  British  Columbia, 
at  least  their  motive  of  drawing  attention  to  the  increas- 
ing militarism  of  the  world  with  its  inevitable  result  of 
war  is  a commendable  one.  Civil  Disobedience  is  the  only 
weapon  acceptable  to  these  ardent  pacifists. 

Aside  from  this  aspect  their  lives  are  most  Christian, 
clean,  thrifty  loving,  prayerful  and  very  happy.  The  way 
they  care  for  their  aged  and  young  members  whether 
related  or  not  would  put  mos)  communities  to  shame. 

Another  of  our  Monthly  Meeting’s  members,  Kathleen 
Bell,  brought  a concern  to  our  recent  meeting,  a letter 
from  two  imprisoned  Dukhobors  begging  that  Friends 
try  to  arrange  for  their  deportation  to  another  country 
where  they  might  farm  in  peace.  Its  child-like  faith  that 
we  could  move  governments  was  touching.  Doubtless  if 
they  were  not  pacifists  they  would  be  more  acceptable 
elsewhere. 

We  feel  that  Emmet  Gulley  will  be  of  great  help 
living  amongst  them  and  we  shall  give  him  all  the  support 
we  can  in  this  most  needed  undertaking  . . . We  are 
fervently  hoping  that  some  of  our  members  will  get  down 
to  enjoy  Yearly  Meeting.

EDUCATION  CONFERENCE 

Friends  realize  that  true  education  is  a continuous  search 
together  on  the  part  of  teacher  and  pupil,  parent  and 
f child,  mature  and  less  mature.  With  this  testimony  in 
mind,  those  concerned  with  Friends  education  have  felt 
a need  to  meet. 

The  Education  Committee  of  Yearly  Meeting  has 
planned  this  conference  around  the  theme;  Growing  In- 
side Out,  with  a dual  emphasis: 

1 ) the  ways  we  teach  by  example,  as  individuals  and 
meetings; 

2)  methods  of  communicating  our  faith  in  Friends 
principles  and  testimonies  to  the  children  in  our 
Meetings. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  conference,  we  hope  to  dis- 
cover how  we  may  use  the  insights  into  the  nature  of 
our  inner  lives  as  valuable  tools  in  self-education.  In  this 
area  we  plan  to  have  the  assistance  of  resource  people  with 
medical  and  psychiatric  training. 

The  second  part  will  deal  with  the  faith  we  live  by  and 
how  we  communicate  it  to  children;  methods  and  mate- 
rials for  our  first-day  schools.  In  this  connection  we  hope 
to  have  a laboratory  experiment  by  having  our  children 
at  the  conference  in  class-situations  as  part  of  their  ex- 
perience along  with  recreation  etc. 

It  is  hoped  that  Monthly  Meetings  will  give  considera- 
tion to  the  importance  of  such  a conference  and  assist  in 
sending  representatives  to  bring  both  the  experiences  and 
problems  of  local  meetings.  Some  probing  queries  about 
ourselves  and  what  we  are  trying  to  teach  and  how-,  might 
well  be  phrased  and  brought  as  a basis  for  discussion.  Is 
my  participation  in  meeting  for  worship  a living  expe- 
rience? What  do  I teach  my  children  about  prayer?  Are 
our  children’s  lives  any  different  because  of  our  First- 
day  schools?  These  questions  indicate  the  nature  of  the 
queries  we  have  in  mind.

through  open  and  free  discussion  the  boundary  between 
constructive  and  destructive  work  to  serve  as  a guide  for 
individual  and  group  decisions  and  action  . . .”
